I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Hnnua,!  Report  of 
the  Hedical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  I949. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in 
Hinistry  of  Health  Circular  2/50,  dated  25th  January  I95O. 

VITIL  st:.tistics  . 

It  rill  bo  noted  from  the  tables  aliich  follow/  that 
the  estimated  population  v/as  6120,  which  is  457  higher  than  that 
of  1948.  The  Birth  Rate  was  12,7  per  1000  population,  compared 
v.rith  iii.B  last  year  and  16*7  for  ''''ngland  and  ''^ales.  The  Crude 
Heath  Rate  was  12,6  per  1000  population  v^hich,  -/hen  adjusted  b^/ 
applying  the  Comparability  Llorbidity  Index  a,ppropriate  to  this 
District,  becomes  8,9  per  1000  popu.ls.tion.  This  adjusted  ro.te 
is  U3)d  to  compare  the  death  rats  v/ith  tho.t  of  any  other  district 
similarly  adjusted  or  with  the  crude  death  rate  of  England  and 
’"ales  ’-^hich  was  11. 7.  The  causes  of  'Oeath  were  substantially/  the 
same  as  la,st  yoa.r,  Heart  Diseases  and  Intra-cran_in,l  V'ascula.r 
Lesions  again  being  those  most  frequently  recorded.  One  dearth 
among  infa.nts  under  one 'y/ca.r  of  :.ge ,  occurred  in  1949  com-pa.red 
with  three  in  the  previous  5/ear,

l.easles  and  ’'''hooping  Cough  were  both/prevalent  than  in 
1943*  The  increase  we.s  part  of  the  periodic  rise  in  incidence 
experience  has  taught  us  to  expect  from  time  to  time; 
especially  does  this  apply  to  niea,slss.  No  case  of  Di-phtheria  nor 
of  Infantile  Paralysis  was  notified  in  I949.  No  instance  of  the 
Fnteric  Group  of  Fevers  w:s  reported.  Since  a  number  of 
paaphlets  of  an  educational  nature  rela.ting  to  Ileasles, 

'Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Infantile  Pc.ralysis  rrere  distributed 
throughout  the  district  lest  year  it  was  not  deemed  necessary 
to  do  so  again  in  I949 .  The  homes  of  a.ll  notified  cases  '-'ere 
visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  a  Health  Visitor  .and  whoro 
indicated  terminal  disinfection  '-^as  caerried  out.
